~ BORN IN 1742, 


Buried in Mexico, Was 154 
Years Old. 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico, March 6.—Fu- 
neral ceremonies took place to-day over 
the remains of a man who claimed, and 
backed up his claims with almost indis- 
putable proof, to have been born in Spain 
154 years ago. 

Jesus Camprehe died on Friday, and, ac- 
cording to his affirmation and other testi- 
mony, he was 154 years old. 

He said he was born in Spain in 1742 and 
came to this country when he was 2 years 
old. He was liiving with his great-great- 
grandson and had copies of the church 
register at Validolid, Spain, showing the 
date of his birth and baptism, Dec. 12, 1742. 

Camprehe was in full possession of his 
mental faculties to the last and this fact 
led many persons to doubt his veracity. 
He frequently related incidents which oc- 
curred in the last century. A priest in the 
church which he attended who is now 84 
years old says he remembers Camprehe as 
being an old man when he was a little boy. 


_ WOMEN AND SMOKE. 


Two of the Ladies’ Clubs in London 
Pronounce Against It.

LONDON, March 6.—The London news- 
papers have frequently poked their pon- 
derous fun at the habit of smoking alleged 
to be prevalent among the ladies of the 
United States, and have raised their voices 
in thankfulness that English ladies were 
not like their American sisters. 

All this is amusing in view of the fact 
that two of the ladies’ clubs in London, 
the Writers and the Pioneer, have pro- 
nounced against their memebers smoking. 
The Writers Club, the membership of which 
is exclusively composed of women journal- 
ists or authors, taboos tobacco altogether. 
Some of the members, accustomed to cigar- 
ette or cigar, openly indulged therein. Afte? 
remonstrance a meeting was held and a 
great majority decreed that any lady found 
smoking must resign membership. 

At the Pioneer members may smoke under 
retirement in a sort of crib; into which 
non-members are not allowed to pene- 
trate, and would soon quit if they got there. 
There are other ladies’ clubs where the 
cigarette is under no ban. In the most 
select private circles cigarettes for ladies 
appear simultaneously with cigars for men,

The Span- 
ish dead, he says, were 500, and he adds 
that nothwithstanding he was obliged )to 
retire, the losses of the Insurgents were 
also severe. 

The battle turned against the Spaniards 
when Gen. Vara del Rey tried to cross, on 
his way to Manzanillo, the River Buey, 
notwithstanding the heavy fire from thé 
Cuban rifles and two cannon, one a twelve 
pounder, which caused terrible slaughter. 

While crossing the river all was disorder 
and confusion among the Spaniards, anJ 
they could not reply to the volleys of their 
foes. Nearly all their horses were drowned 
and they had to abandon the more im- 
portant part of the convoy they were es- 
corting. ‘ 

A small bridge of wood which they avail- 
ed themselves of broke down and with It 
one Spanish cannon sank to the bottom of 
the river. Other cannon were left on the 
shore and were captured by the Cubans. 

On the other side of the river Gen. Vara 
del Rey found another Cuban column wait- 
ing for him. In the state of panic and con- 
fusion to which his troops had been re- 
duced the Cubans could easily complete 
their victory. 

Vara del Rey himself escaped being cap- 
tured and he owes his salvation to a Span- 
ish Captain named Quintero, who bravely 
protected him with some hundred soldiers 
from a sudden cavalry attack by the in- 
surgents. 

In this situation the Spaniards decided to 
abandon the remainder of the convoy, 
which they succeeded in taking across the 
fiver and they hastened their march to 
Manzanillo. 
we the object of the Cubans was to seize 
the convoy, the fight ended there. It lasted 
eight hours. The Spaniards took two 
hours to cross the river, and they behaved 
with great courage during the battle. Not 
a single Spanish soldier deserted. All who 
did not reach Manzanillo were left killed 
or wounded on the field. 

The battle was directed by Gen. Calixto 
Garcia in person, though the great success 
he obtained was in great part due to the 
skill of his chief of staff,Col.Mario Menocal, 
who received information about the path 
which Vara del Rey had decided to take 
and planned the battle, placing the Cubans’ 
on both sides of the River Buey. Gen. 
Garcia took command of the first body and 
Col. Menocal of the second, which made 
the last decisive attack on the other side

Afraid of Weyler.

The distress is most yevere in the Bis- 
;ayan provinces. The people of Leon are 
on the verge of starvation, the crops having 
been practically destroyed by the recent 
floods, which followed previous severe 
drought, while on all sides flocks and herds 
are dying of famine and disease. 

In La Mancha, thg failure of the olive 
crop has prevented the peasants from earn- 
ing anything the whole winter and large 
numbers of:them are barely able to keep 
body and soul together by subsisting on 
anything procurable. Very many families 
have not seen a loaf of bread for months 
and meat is a fare out of their reach since 
fall. Distress is not confined to isolated 
districts. All the towns and villages are 
afflicted more or less and as a rule the 
inhabitants are famishing, many of” them 
being reduced to subsist.on acorns. In this 
city, for instance, where it might be ex- 
pected that the distress due to crop fail- 
ures would be hardly felt, over 2,500 per- 
sons are daily being fed from charitable 
sources. Under the circumstances it is no 
wonder that hundreds of families are 
emigrating to Brazil and that thousands 
of families would do so had they the means 
to leave the country. 


AFRAID OF M’KINLEY. 


Spanish Authorities in Cuba Uneasy 
Over the Change. 

NEW YORK, March 6.—A Madrid spectal 
to the World says: 

Premier Canovas to-day again assured 
the Spanish reporters and the Cuban Depu- 
ties that the Government still has conn. 
dence in Gen. Weyler and shares his opinion 
that the reforms cannot be carried out in 
Cuba until the military operations are more 
advanced. 

Consul General Lee is severely handled 
by the Spanish press on account of his 
course in the Ruiz case. The change of 
administration in the United States causes 
great anxiety among Spaniards of aly 
classes. The Ministerial press, while affect. 
ing to believe that the relations of the two 
countries will remain unalterad, takes care 
to say that up to the present time the Span. 
ish Minister at Washington has not tele- 
graphed precise or definite impressions re- 
garding the attitude the new President will 
assume, and deems it advisable to awalt 
‘his first rea] action. 

Many Madrid papers and statesmen ex. 
press gratitude to Cleveland, Olney and 
Taylor for having so perseveringly done 
their best to avert conflicts between Spain 
and the United States.

COMMITTED SUICIDE IN A EKAN- 
SAS CITY HOTEL. 


WIFE’S PARTIAL IGNORANCE. 


She Thinks He Died From Natural 
Causes, Instead of From a 
Bullet Wound. 


Benjamin T. Grant, one of the best-known 
horsemen in the West and a popular mem- 
ber of the St. Louis horse and mule mar- 
ket, killed himself at the Albany Hotel 
Kansas City yesterday afternoon. 

Mrs. Grant received a telegram from her 


brother-in-law, Wm. H. Grant, stating that 
her husband died suddenly. 

A telegram to the Post-Dispatch contained 
the additional information that Mr. Grant 
had committed suicide by shooting him- 
self in the head with a revolver. The deed 
was committed in his room on the second 
floor of the hotel at 3 p. m., but the body 
was not discovered until an hour and a 
half later. His brother; Wm. H. Grant, 
who is the Purchasing Agent for the Swift 
Packing Company, went to the hotel, and 
discovered the corpse on the bed with a 
bloody wound in the right temple and a 
revolver lying on the floor close by, 

The chambermaid heard a shet in the 
room occupied by Grant at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, but paid no attention to it at 
the time. Mr. Grant notified the hotel peo- 
ple and the authorities of the suicide, then 
sent a message to the dead man's wife, in- 
forming her of her husband’s death, but 
carefully concealing from her the fact that 
he had taken his own life. 

The suicide lived in this city with his 
wife and son Harry, aged 16. at Edward 
Henry’s boarding house, 2930 L.ocust street. 
Early last January he left St. Louis with 
a car load of horses belonging to Capt. W. 
S. Tough, and went to Kansas City. In- 
stead of ing to the house of hia brother 
William, whe stopped at the A'bany Hotel, 
where he remained except when he was 
ont of the city on business. Abvut three 
weeks ago he went to Brunswi-s, Ga., with 
a carload of horses, and on that trip he 
contracted a severe case of th. Brip. 

He returned ‘to Kansas City in poor health, 
and never fully recovered. He was laid, up 
on several occasions for a day or two at a 
time, and his illness of late, it is said, 
threatened to develop into pneumonia.

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Walter Damrosch is said to have stated 
that-each performance cost about $3,400, 
but those who are posted believe this is 
not strictly true. One who seems to be 
informed estimates that the Damrosch 
company made a profit of at least $8,000 
on the recent “season” in St, Louis. 

Mr. Bollman, who acted as agent for 
the company, assured an inquirer that the 
season had not been unprofitable, Hence- 
forth, stories of the unprofitableness of 
grand opera in St. Louis will be looked 
upon as exaggeration. If they were true, 
the managers would not bring their 
companies here season after season. They 
are not engaged in philanthropic work or 
in trying to win fame as public benefac- 
tors. They are in business for the profit 
they make, , 

One fact to be taken into account in 
considering the question whether or not 
grand opera is properly patronized in St. 
Louis is the vast space which an audi- 
ence has to fill in Grand Music Hall in 
order to"give the appearance of a “‘crow4d- 
ed house.”” The auditorium of Music Hall 
is larger than that of the Academy of 
Music in Philadelphia or the Metropolitan 
Opera-house in New York, and fully 
twice as large as that of the Auditorium 
in Chicago. An audience that would jam 
the latter to the doors would give to 
Grand Music Hall the appearance of a 
“frost.” It requires an audience ef about 
8,000 people to show up as “a full house” 
in Grand Music Hall, and it is seldom 
that an audience of 3,000 people is attract- 
ed to a performance of grand opera even 
in New York City. 

The Post-Dispatch does not mean to 
say that high-grade opera is patronized 
as liberally as it should be in St. Louis. 
The paucity of attendance at some really 
fine performances in recent seasons was 
disgraceful to the culture and apprecia- 
tion of a city that claims to be musical. 
But even in dealing with grand opera it 
is but fair to take the actual facts into 
consideration and to measure them 
against the scoldings of advance agents 
and managers.

SCHMIDT, THE BOY. 

Under both statutory and moral law 
& man accessory to a crime, before or 
after the act, is equally guilty with the 
This is one of the wisest safe- 
guards society has erected for its defense. 
It was intended to serve, and in a very 
large measure it has served, the purpose 
of isolating the criminally disposed and 
of preventing the promotion or conceal- 
ment of crime. 

But, like every other statute, its pur- 
view goes not beyond or below the age 
of personal responsibility. And even 
within that limitation we have come, un- 
der our later and higher civilization, to 
exclude women from its fullest operation. 
We convict women of murder, but public 
sentiment justifies, in almost every case 
and without reference to the heinousness 


These qualities had frequent illustration 
during his long career, but their most 
conspicuous exhibition grew out of his 
service as United States Commissioner 
at Alton while the Fugitive Slave law was 
in force. ° 

Alton was a station on the “under- 
ground railway.” Once during his incum- 
bency of the Commissioner’s office a 
case which aroused the strong Abolition 
sentiment of Alton to a fury of protest 
came before him. Judge Davis was him- 
self an Abolitionist, but he was above all 
a man consecrated to his-~sense of duty. 
He announced before the trial that if title 
should be proved, his duty under the law 
and under his oath of office was clear 
and he would perform it, at whatever risk 
to himself personally, or at whatever sac- 
rifice of his personal feelings. _ 

He was threatened with violence, and 

during the hearing an Abolition mob 
roared outside and inside of his office. 
The friends of the fugitive, a mulatto 
woman who had lived in Illinois for years, 
threw sentiment and feeling into the 
scale against law and evidence, They 
alternated pleadings with threatenings, 
but they dealt with a magistrate without 
fear and without an ambition he was not 
willing to subordinate to his sense of duty. 
Judge Davis’ decision making the de- 
livery of the human chattel to its legal 
onwer, was perhaps the most dramatic 
ever delivered in any court. He reviewed 
the history of the case, expressed his 
abhorrence of slavery and his detestation 
of laws which made its enemies its instru- 
ments. Then, going into the evidence, 
which proved both title and fugitivism, 
he declared he would no longer serve un- 
der a government which would set a 
man’s conscience against his patriotism. 
“T resign my office,” said he, “and I ap- 
peal from my own decision to that ofa 
just God.” 
Such courage, physical and moral, 
awed the threatening mob. There can be 
no doubt, however, that Judge Davis, 
then prominent in the councils of the 
party soon to rule the nation and State, 
lost, through this act of self-sacrifice, 
public honors and, rewards which would 
otherwise have come to him in the long 
years of bitter sectional and partisan 
strife. He had long ceased to be an 
active factor in affairs, but the world 
was better for his. living in it and itAs 
better because such men as he can live 
and die, and between the cradle and the 
grave make history such as this. 


That certain prisons may be set apart 
for certain classes of prisoners, in order 
that different methods of treatment may 
be applied to each class, it is proposec 
tortransfer the county prisoners of Mas- 
sachusetts to the State. At present there 
is no separation or classification, all sorts 
of criminals, without regard to age or 
record, being herded together. This is, in 
fact, too much the case all over the 
country. The evil has been sufficiently 
recognized, but nothing so practical as 
State control of county prisons has been

PROCLAMATION ISSUED BY PRES- 
IDENT M’KINLEY. 


IT TAKES A WIDE SCOPE. 


The Question of What Shall Be Con- 
sidered Left for Congress 
to Determine.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—Presi- 
dent McKinley's proclamation convoking 
Congress in extra session March 15 is a dis- 
tinct disappointment to Speaker Reed and 
that wing of the party which wanted noth- 
ing but the tariff bill considered.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—Presi- 
dent McKinley this afternoon issued a 
proclamation convoking Congress in extra 
session Monday, March 15. 

The proclamation in full is as follows: 
By the President of the United States of 

America—A Proclamation: 

Whereas, public interests require that 
the Congross of the United States should 
be convened in extra session at 12 o’clock 
on\the 15th coy of March, 1897, to receive 
such communication as may be made by 


of his secretaryship.

TOOK A STROLL. 


-— 


President McKinley Cheered as He 
Walked the Streefs. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—Presl- 
dent McKinley took a long walk through 
the streets of Washington just before dusk 


to-night, and was cheered several times 
along the way. It was an uncommon sight 
to see the President swinging along in this 
democratic fashion, for Mr. Cleveland sel- 
dom, if ever, walked through the streets; 
and not since Grant’s time had Washing- 
tonians seen a President joining in the gen- 
eral throngs along the thoroughfares. 

It had been a fatiguing day at the Execu- 
tive Mansion, so at 6 o’clock the President 
asked Secretary Porter to join him for a 
stroll. The President wore his beaver coat 
and silk hat, with a silk muffler at his 
throat. They emerged from the White 
House grounds by the easterly waik and 
turned into Pennsylvania avenue going 
west. Twice the President was joined by 
some friend, the latter one continuing 
throughout the walk. When he was fixst 
recognized by the passing crowds, somg 
dozen or more people began to follow, but 


stands after passage in the Senate: 


Section 1. On or before the first day 
of January in each year the President 
or other chief officer of every street rail- 
road company in every city of this State 
having a population of 100,000 inhabitants 
or over, whose line is now or shall here- 
after become so far completed or in ope- 
ration as to run horse cars, electric cars, 
cable cars, or cars propelled by any 
other device for the transportation of 
passengers, shall furnish to the State 
Auditor a statement, duly subscribed and 
sworn to by said President or other chief 
officer before some officer authorized to 
administer oaths, setting out in detail 
the full length of the line, so far as 
completed, including branch or leased 
lines, the entire length in this State, 
the length of double or side tracks, fhe 
length of such line located upon reat 
estate to which said company may have 
title as right of way, the length of such 
line located upon the public streets or 
thoroughfares of any city, together with 
all cars, motors, grip cars, livestock, elec- 
tric trolley wires, cables, cable conduits, 
power houses, stables and all other prop- 
erty, real, personal or mixed, owned, 
used or leased, on the first day of June, 
which may be used or incident to the 
operation of such street railroad, the 
length of such line in each county, mu- 
nicipal township and city through or 
in which it is located, and the cash value 
of the several items embraced in the 
statement. 

Sec. 2. The said property returned to 
the State Auditor, as by the first sec- 
tion of this act required, shall be subject 
to taxation for State, county, munici- 
pal and other purposes to the same ex- 
tent as the real and personal property 
of private persons, and the same shall 
be assessed, apportioned, certified and 
the taxes thereon levied and collected 
at the time and in the manner which is 
now or may hereafter be provided by 
law for the assessment and taxation of 
Other railroad property. 

Sec. 3. It being the purpose of this act 
to make the property of street railroads 
in cities having 100,000 inhabitants or 
over, assessable and taxable in the same 
manner which is now or may hereafter 
be provided by law for the assessment 
and taxation of other,sailroad property, 
all acts and parts of.acts inconsistent 
or in conflict herewith, are hereby re- 
pealed., 


The section of the original bill which was 
cut out by the Senate read as follows: 


At the time of _arnienng the state- 
ment required by the preceding section, 
it shall be the duty of the President or 
other chief officer of every such street 
railroad to furnish to the State Auditor 
a statement, duly subscribed and sworn 
to, showing the capitalization in stocks 
and bonds of such street railroad, to- 
gether with a general balance sheet 
showing earnings and operating ex- 
pene the amount of interest. paid on 

onds and the amounfpaid out or avail- 
able for dividends on stock for the year 
next preceding the first day of June. 
The said capitalization, operating .ex- 
penses, earnings and dividends, togeth- 
er with all franchises, shall be duly con- 
sidered in determining the value of the 
tangible property of such street railroad 
for the purposes of taxation. 


The only other amendment to the Dill 
was made in the House, simply making it 
applicable to all cities of the State instead 
— only to St. Louis and Kansas City.

A petition was also filed asking that a 
receiver be appointed for the Fourth 
Street and Arsenal Company. It will be 
argued before Judge Flitcraft to-morrow. 

The plaintiff in the suit against the Peo- 
ple’s Railway Company is Lewis M.. Rum- 
sey, the principal bondholder. C. C. Maf- 
fit, the trustee for the company’s creditors, 
is named as co-defendant. 

The People’s Railway Company and the 
Fourth Street and Arsenal Company are 
practically the same. Mr. Green is presi- 
dent of both. 

The plaintiffs in the suit against the 
Fourth Street and Arsenal Company are 
F. W. Roebling and Lewis M. Rumsey. The 
Union Trust Company, as trustee, is co- 
defendant. 

The precipitating cause of the application 
for receivers was the failure of the Fourth 


Street and Arsenal Co, to pay the semi-an- 
nual interest on its bonds on March 1. 

The People’s Railway Co. had defaulted 
in payment of interest on January 1, but 
the bondholders awaited the action of the 
other company before taking legal steps. 

Nathan Frank prepared the plaintiffs’ 
petitions. The railway companies are rep- 
resented by Kinealy & Kinealy.

GIRL WHO DID IT CONFESSES. 


Her Companion, Who Lured On the 
Civil Engineer, Only One of 
the Quintette Missing. 


Bertha Nixon, Charles and Miranda Griffo 
and Hiram Brooks, the last three negroes, 
have confessed their complicity in the mur- 
der and robbery at 1208 Washington ave- 
nue of ‘William H. Stewart, who died on 


Feb. 10. 

Their confession are now in the hands of 
Chief Desmond’s stenographer, and as soon 
as the notes are reduced to typewritten man- 
uscript, they will be laid before the As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney for guidance 


in the prosecution of the murderer. 

Chief Desmond had a_ conference with 
Coroner Wait regarding the case yesterday. 
An effort will be made to have the four 
risoners charged with the murder, but if 
the charge wil] not stand against Griffo and 
hie wife, they will be charged with perjury 
in testifying before the Coroner. 

Bertha Nixon confesses that she admin- 
istered the drug, and Hiram Brooks admits 
he pawned the dead man’s watch at Grif- 
fo’s solicitation. The detectives are now 
looking for another white woman named 
Nellie Harwood, who lured old man Stewart 
into the room, concocted the plot to drug 
and rob him, and induced ‘Bertha Nixon to 
administer the “knock-out’’ drops. 

Bertha Nixon is about 21 years old, of 
slight physique, with a face not bad look- 
ing, and is poorly dressed. According to her 
own staternent, corroborated by those of 
Griffo and his wife, she was innocent of any 
evil intent in drugging Stewart be- 
yond u desire to “put him to 


sleep,”’ so she and her companion 
could rob him. She said she had no 
knowledge of the contents of the phial 
which her companion handed her on that 
afternoon. The phial, with another one just 
like it, had been brought from Chicago by 
Nellie Harwood when she came to this city, 
about February 2. Nellie had asked her to

ertha says she asked Nellie if the drug 
would injure the old man, and Nellie as- 
sured her\there was no harm. 

While the Griffo woman was being ex- 
amined by Chief Desmond yesterday after- 
noon she said her husband was cognizant 
of what was transpiring in the room up- 
stairs occupied’ by the girls and the old 
man. She said he told her the following 
day the girls had drugged Stewart and 
robbed him, and that he himself had car- 
ried his unconscious form downstairs and 
placed it in the hallway, where it was 
found by the police. Griffo had also told 
her the girls had not meant to kill Stew- 
art. He said Bertha told him she hesi- 
tated before administering the drug; that 
she would sooner lose her own life than 
take that of another, but that Nellie had 
assured her so strongly there was no 
danger, she finally consented.

Mayor and City Counselor Marshall. 

His Honor takes the side of the Commis- 
sioner. He said the conference would be 
held as soon as Mr: Marshall is through 
with the cases now in court, but suggested 
that the request be submitted in writing, ac- 
companied by a statement of the case from 
the Commissioner’s standpoint. 

Dr. Starkloff submitted the statement late 
in the afternoon. In it he maintained that 
tranefers of funds had always been made 
when requested by heads of departments. 
The transfer asked for at this time, he says 
was of surplus money in other funds, save 
by economy. He got along with one veter- 
inary surgeon, and did without horses and 
Wagons in the Sanitary Department, 

Continuing, he says: 

“The demands on the Sanitary Division 
for disinfection’of houses where there had 
been contagious disease had increased so 
much that the department became from a 
week to ten days in arrears. There was 
other work in the sanitary inspection of the 
city that I considered highly important. 
A few additional inspectors were put on. 

“To-day there are not any funds on hand 
to pay the sanitary officers and fumigators, 
and it will require about $2,000 to pay these 
men up to the present date. 

“IT am now confronted with the ‘necessity 
of discharging every person connected with 
the Sanitary Division, and if I do this I fear 
that serious results may occur. To sudden- 
ly stop all measures tending to check the 
spread of contagious disease, is a great re- 
Sponsibility, and one that should be well 
considered before carried out.

SUIT FILED IN A _ HURRY. 


Ordinance Appropriating Funds Said 
to Be in Violation of 
the Charter.

The provisions of the ordinance were that 
in view of the fact that the company, un- 
der contract 3,570, of Nov. 2, 1893, had graded 
Evans avenue from Vandeventer to Pen-

WANT THE $7,000 ESTATE. 


ONE IN FRANCE, OTHER -HERE. 


Former Marriage of a Carondelet Man

It has been eighteen months since the 
death of Eugene Hiltenbrand, a prosperous 
butcher of Carondelet, and the fact has 
just become known that for over ten years 
two women claimed him as husband. 

One of them being in Vincennes, France, 
and ignorant of his whereabouts, could not 
make good her claim, his St. Louis wife 
enjoyed possession of him. unmolested un- 
til his death, Now the woman in France 
is bestirring herself, and their respective 


claims to the $7,000 estate of the deceased 
are to be heard pext Saturday by Judge 


Rassieur of the Probate Court. 
Hiltenbrand was a brewer in Buhl, Al- 
eace, before he came to America. Accord- 


ing to the claims of Mrs. Hiltenbrand of 
Vincennes, he married her in Buhl July 1, 
1867. A year later he deserted her, and 
her knowledge of him ceased until after 
his death. After the desertion Hiltenbrand 
sailed for New York. He soon forsook the 
Metropolis for Sar Francisco, and tiring 
of the Golden Gate in turn, settled in St. 
Louis. He established a butcher shop in 
Carondelet and met the woman who was 
to make him forget the one he deserted. 

She says he told her of the first wife, but 
said he was divorced from her. They were 
married in went to Buhl and from 
there to the Paris Exposition. 
brand’s brother Augusté, with whom he and 
his first wife lived until the desertion, was 
still in Buhl and resides jhere yet. Hilten- 
brand merely inquired whether the first 
Mrs. Hiltenbrand was still alive.

ALLEY POOL-ROOM WHERE INn- 
FANTILE GAMBLERS PLUNGZ. 


ALL BY THE GRACE OF MURPHY. 


Youthful Touts Steer Cash Boys, Mes- 
sengers and Other “Kids” 
Against a Losing Game. 


By the grace of Judge Murphy, pool- 
rooms are running wide open in St. Louis. 

By the grace of Judge Murphy, men, 
women and children are allowed to gamble 
almost on the streets of the city. 

By the grace of Judge Murphy, there is 
more wickedness to the square inch in 
the vicinity of Sixth and Pine streets than 
there has ever been in the Mound City. 

One attempt at murder, one suicide, sev- 
eral assault and battery cases, numerous 
arrests for larceny and other crimes have 
been directly traced to these poolrooms 
within a week. 

These facts have been made public 
through the courts, but there are hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, instances of destitu-

tion, suffering and misery traceable to the 
game fountain source, One fact proves 
above all others the extent to which “play- 
ing the ponies” in St. Louis is indulged in. 
“Bhylocks” have raised their rate of in- 
terest from: 20 per cent. to % per cent. per 
month, These “shylocks” are the vultures 
of the financial demi-monde. They grow 
fat in purse by lending money at exorbi- 
tant rates to men on small salaries. Though 
the chances are ten to one they cannot col- 
lect a cent legally, yet they seldom lose, 
for a modern shylock is an adept at black- 
mail and threats of exposure usually bring 
the client to terms. 

Two of these “shylocks’’ who were seen 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday ad- 
mitted they had raised the rate of interest, 
and explained that so much money was 
wanted by telegraph operators, railroad 
clerks and other employes to put on the 
races that they could not meet the de- 
mand even at those terma 

There are at present. twelve poolrooms 
in. Bt. Louls which receive wire service 
from the Western Union on the betting at 
New Orleans and San Francisco. The race 
results are telegraphed direct to the rooms, 
There are at least ten other rooms which 
have wire connections that @the Western 
Union officials are not aware of. These 
rooms are being investigated by private de- 
a. employed by the telegraph com- 

, and Saturday it was said that arrests 
for wire tapping would probably follow. 

Then there are other rooms, perhaps «6 
Gozen in all, that have no wire service at 
ell. These depend on runners for their 
information, and men of ragged cuffs and 
Greasy collars can be seen sneaking in and 
out of “regular” places where they have 
assiduously copied the returns-as posted on 
the blackboards. 

The pool room magnates of St. Louls are 
fom Walsh, Dore Silver, Fitzgerald and 
Amaan. Their rooms are considered tho 
“square” places—that is, they are reputed 
with posting the best odds and taking the 
bongest chances. 

It is near Sixth and Pine streets that the 
wink of iniquity exists—in the alley that runs 
parallel with Sixth street, and is a continua. 
tion of Globe Alley. There are three poo! 
rooms in the alley, but the place evidently 
Going more harm than any in the city is 
one directly in the rear of Milford’s restaur- 
ant. It is located upon the ground floor of 
@ rickety building. The space occupied by 
the gamblers and their victims must be 
about 200 by 100 feet and the room is crowded 
to suffocation every afternoon. It is dimly 
filuminated by two electric lights. The 
celling is low, there is absolutely no ventila- 
tion and the stench of stale tobacco and 
whisky breaths permeates tho air. 

In this room are twelve bookmakers, who 
have stalls, and behind each one is a black.

The 
boys slunk away—all save one, but there 
were others ta take their places. The lad 
who remained was the one who had urged 
his companions.to bet on Sarmatia. The 
reporter learned that he was employed by 
the pool room—a boy tout, who ekes Our 


boys into the net. Not only were these 
youths dissuaded from betting as they 
wanted and coaxed into putting their money 
on a horse that was a dead sure loser, but 
they were also given the worst of the bet- 
ting. 

A giatice into one of the “‘square” pool 
rooms showed that Sarmatia was quoted 
at 12 and 10 to 1, yet the man in the alley 
den, who makes a living robbing small 
boys, under the grace of Judge Murphy, 
would not even give them the advantage 
of so-called legitimate odds. 

This was but one of a dozen such scenes 
enacted in the den at the hour named. 

Who were the boys? The reporter fol- 
lowed them out and overhauled two. One 
of them when assured he would not be ar- 
rested and that the reporter was not a de- 
tective said he was a cash boy employed 
by a Broadway store and it was his lunch 
hour. The other was a district messen- 
ger. 

All this time there was a urging of the 
crowd around the door, as men and boys 
pushed in and out. There were porters, 
draymen, bootblacks, waiters, barbers—all 
softs and conditions of laborers. It was an 
extromely busy day, for it was Saturday 
and the “ghost had walked.’’ 

In the center of this den is a large sign, 
“No minors allowed.’"’ Though the legend 
fs prosaic it arouses the risibilities. No 
minors allowed? Why, the place is a kin- 
dergarten of iniquity for adolescence. 

There are two other places in the geity 
where children can bet on the ponies, one 
in Chestnut street and another upstairs in 
Washington avenue, but they are not so 
well patronized as ‘the alley den, which has 
become the recognized headquarters for ju- 
venile gamblers. 

The largest pool-room tm the city is the 
South Side Turf Exchange, which its also 
located in the alley. Saturday afternoon 
the place was so crowded that men anxious 
to bet had to Mterally fight their way tothe 
bookmakers’ stall. Estimates of the crowd 
were made by three men present who are 
known to be accurate at such guess work. 
The average struck by them was 1,100 per- 
sons.4 Bets in this room are recelved from 
50 certs up. No boys are allowed entrance. 

It is difficult to estimate the amount of 
money taken im each day by the pool-rooms 
of St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch reporter counted $375 
taken im on one race in New Orleans in 
Dave Litner’s Olive street room Saturday 
afternoon. Litner’s place is a small one 
and in order to make a conservative aver- 
age this race at his room will do to figure 
an average. There are at least twelve 
races a day, six in New Orleans and six in 
San Francisco. The total taken in would 
be $4,400. With twenty pool-rooms running 
the grand total formthe city would be $383,- 
000. The figures are enormous, but a day 
spent in visiting these places will show 
they are not exaggerated. 

Of course some of the money is won back. 
How much, no one knows. 

It is acknowledged that the New Orleans 
races are crooked; that the favorites are 
always dumped when they are heavily 
Played. The Post-Dispatch tells nearly ev- 
ery week of jockeys being suspended for rid- 
ing with electric saddles and of owners 
ruled off the track for doping their horses. 
Yet with these frequent exposes the public 
goes against the game just as the farmer 
welcomes the bunco steerer to his bosom 
and blows out the gas. 

The San Francisco. races are straighter 
than those in the Crescent City, but it is 
the tail end of the season, and jockeys and 
owners are anxious to recoup; and with- 
tn the last fortnight there has been some 
crooked work done that must be envied by 
even the New Orleans sports. 

When a man visits a pool-room he is 
“going up against” one dead-sure thing; 
the bookmakers are not in the business for 
their health.

Bach day the bookmaker sets aside his | 
expense fund, and then makes a per cent 
book so as to come out clear. It is almost 
impossible for him to lose. Once in a while 
a long shot is heavily backed and the 
bookies lose. At wuch times they take spe- 
clal pains to let this be made public. 
When straight races are run like those in 
the East, at the Fair Grounds and early in 
the season in San Francisco, it is possible 
for a careful player on form to give the 
mén in the stalls a tussle for the money. 
But the crooked work that is the order of 
the day now at the Crescent City and on 
the Pacific coast is a cinch for the bookies. 
The pool-rooms @re not all down town. 
There is one on the South Side, another in 
the West End and a third over a ticket 
broker’s office opposite the Union Station. 
By the grace of Judge Murphy, many of 
these pool-rooms cannot be reached by the 
police. Their hands are tied. They can, 
however, raid the alley den and its kin- 
dred places where children are allowed to 
gamble. 

It was stated at the beginning of this ar- 
ticle that women play the races as well 
as men. There are hundreds that do so, 
and the agents who place their bets are 
messenger boys—other instances of minors 
being allowed to gamble. 

There is @ measure pending in the Legis- 
lature which if passed will stop the down- 
town rooms. It is backed by the Fair 
Grounds people, who wish to have the 
pool-selling confined to their track during 
the summer. They realize that with the 
rooms running in town the attendance at 
their resort will be small, and their meet- 
ing will be a loss financially, 
But uwntll thie bill is passed—if it ever 
be—the “sport” will go merrily on. Men 
will plunge, boys will lose their mites and 
become imbued with gamblers’ spirits; 
women and children will suffer privation 
and there will be crime after crime com- 
mitted. 
And all to the disgrace of Judge Murphy.

HER DOCTOR. 


HOW LULU M’KENZIE CAME TO 
LOAN DR. VOGT $800. 


SHE EXPECTED TO MARRY HIM. 


Although He Already Had a Wife, He 
Wrote Love Letters to 
Miss McKenzie. 


As advised by Judge Stevenson, Miss 
Lulu McKenzie will bring suit against Dr. 
John G. Vogt to recover the money which 
ehe alleges he borrowed from her. She has 
placed the matter in the hands of an at- 
torney, who says that he will have the pa- 
pers ready for filing the first of next week. 

This attorney counseled her Saturday af- 
ternoon to also bring criminal proceedings 
against Dr. Vogt, and Miss McKenzie said 
Gaturday evening that on Monday she 
would swear to an affidavit charging the 
Goctor with obtaining money under false 
pretenses. 

Miss McKenzie is the tall, shapely bru- 
mette of graceful carriage and handsome 

@ who appeared in Police Court on 
hursday to answer the charge of disturb- 
ing the peace. The Judge admitted at the 
al that he was much puzzled at the ev!- 
ence, and proved that he was at sea by 
pe the fair defendant $10, then remitting

Dr. Vogt was the prosecuting witness in 
this Police Court al. He accused Miss 
McKenzie of attempted blackmail in that 
she endeavored to compel him to pay $809, 
and “disturbed the peace” when he refused.

The Majestic Manufacturing Co. secured 
an injunction from Judge Fisher of the Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday against the Wrought 
Iron Range Co. after a trial lasting all 
day.

Those for the plaintiff, made by employes 
and customers, set.forth that the Majestic 
Co. started its ts from Princeton and 
Boonville. Ind., Ikranges. They were 
followed by employes of the rival company 
into homses where the®%sought to sell goods, 
in many cases precipitating encounters. 

The affidavits ofthe Wrought Iron Co. 
were to the effect that the agents were 
merely practicing legitimate competition. 
Judge Fisher stated that he desired to 
hear arguinents on the point whether the 
Wrought Iron Co. had the right to follow 
its rival systematically. 

Judge James E. McKeighan and Lawyer 
Joseph 8S. Laurie argued for the Majestic 
Co., and Lawyer Seneca N. Taylof for the 
defendant. , 
Judge Fisher finally ruled the method was 
not légitiamte and granted the jnjunction, 
fixing the bond at $10,000.

STORY OF THE ACCIDENT. 


Senator F. W. Mott and His Fellow- 
Statesmen Worked Hard to Save 
the Fireman’s Life. 


— 


Frank Lullman, the fireman who was in- 
jured in the Missouri Pacific wreck Friday 
night near Chamois, Mo., is at the Missouri 
Pacific Hospital, California and Eads-ave 
nues, in a very dangerous condition. He is 
unconscious and Dr. Ramsay, who has 
charge of the case, shakes his head grave- 
ly when discussing his chances of recovery. 

Lullman was taken to the hospital. yes- 
terday afternoon in company with Frank 
J. Lauber, the engineer of the ill-fated 
train. Lauber’s condition was.not serious 
and he was allowed to go to his home, 2026 
St. Vincent avenue. 

The two were brought in from the scene 
of the wreck yesterday afternoon, arriving 
here at 4 o’clock. The train bringing them 
was made up of three trains which had been 
belated by reason of the landslide. It also 


brought the dead and charred body of W. 
A. Rosenberger, the young mail clerk who 
was burned to death in the mail car imme- 
diately after the accident. His remains 
st be sent to his home in Bloomington, 


Among the passengers on this same train 
were a number. of State legislators, who 
were in the wreck. They started from Jef. 
ferson City. Friday night to spend Sunday 
in St. Louis. They were Senator Mott, Rep- 
resentatives Johnson of St. Louis County, 
Regan, Mueller, Erman, Kramme and Koch 
of St. Louis. 

Senator Mott was the only one of the 
statesmen who was injured. His right hand 
was severely cut by the explosion of a

The Senator’s story of the wreck and the 
rescue is a thrilling one. The train, East- 
bound Express No. 4, had already passed 
Bonnat’s Mill. It was about 7 o’clock. They 
were speeding along at the rate of forty 
miles an hour with every one comfortable 
and thoughtless of danger. 

There were but few passengers in the 
chair car—several men and three ladies— 
two of the latter with babies. The smoker 
was well filled, Some of the men were 
reading and others chatting. Senator Mott, 
Representatives Johnsofti and Koch and a 
gentleman by the name of Maxwell were 
playing euchrey - Representatives Mueller 
and Regan were standing in the aisle look- 
ing on. 

In the mail car Rosenberger and his two 
assistants were busily sorting the mail. 
Lullman was resting in the engine cab, 
while Engineer Lauber, a veteran of fift 
years’ service, stood ring out ahead, 
with hig hand on the throttle. 

Five miles and a half out from Chamois 
there is.a curve. The track is built forty 
feet above the river, looking down a pre- 
cipitous descent into the ye! water. 
Qa me other side crags rise up high into 
the alr. 

Lauber had little thought of danger, for 
he knew that there was un express a half 
hour ahead of him. He thought that surely 
if the track was bad he would have re- 
ceived word of it at Bonnets’ Mill. 

So he let his good old engine und and 
puff along in the dark as though in truce 
with death. ; 

Round the curve the express bounded, the 
headlight cutting a path of fire in the 
night’s mist. The women were dozing in 
the chair car with their babies on their 
breasts. The card game in the smoker 
went quietly on. The mail clerks were too 
busy to think of anything save their work. 

But the “eagle eye” of old Lauber saw 
death on the track as the train straight- 
ened out from behind the curve for the 
dash into Chamois. There bad been a land- 
slide following the passing of the train 
ahead of them. Tons of earth and rock, 
loosened from the overtopping bluffs by the 
constant downpour of tre rain had broken 
loose and roHed across the track. One 
grees rock stood out in bold relief ready 
or the crash. 

“My God, pard,” cried Lauber to the fire- 
man, “there’s Deen 32 landslide.” 

As he uttered the thrilling words, he re- 
versed his engine and set the airbrakes. 
There was a creaking and aning of 
wheels and timbers, and then collision, 

The engine climbed up the rocky mass, 
The tender crowded hard up on it, while 
the mail coach doubled in under the tender. 


The men in the smoker heard the alr- 
brakes set and then with the impact of 
the engine with the obstruction they went 
flying in all directions. Every pane of glass 
in the car was broken. 

Fortunately no one was hurt. They knew 
there had been an accident, and scrambling 
out they ran forward to see what it was. 

Already the mail car was ablaze. The 
big lamp in the center had exploded. Rosen- 
berger was just beneath it. He was pin- 
loned there by a lot of boxes. The oil fell 
on his clothes and fired them. He screamed

amounts and many figures does not readily 
grasp. To count that amount of money, 
even in large bills, would take much longer 
than an ordinary man’s lease on life, and to 
count it plece by piece in coins and paper 
money, ranging from 1 cent to $10,000, as it | 
is to be found in the vaults of the local 
Bub-Treasury, would take ten men all their 
lives with a big margin still left uncounted 
for their successors at the work. 

The local Sub-Treasury is of the great- 
est possible importance commercially to 
this city. It is seldom heard of and still 
less often understood. Comparatively few 
people who go into the Post-office for let- 
ters, or who visit the various Government 
offices in the Federal building, ever stop to 
think that in the southeast corner on the 
second floor of the building there is stored 
the vast sum of $25,000,000 and that immense 
sums in silver and currency are being daily 
received and sent out from there. Yet the 
St. Louls Sub-Treasury is one of the oldest 
departments of the Government in this city. 

t was opened up in 188, during the term 

f office of President James K. Polk, and 
he first United States Assistant Treasurer 


was George Penn, who took charge of the 
office and opened its books in October of 
that year. 

He was succeeded by Henry 8. Turner, 
who was appointed in October, 1850, 

Col. Isaac H. Sturgeon, the eoene Comp- 
roller of St. Louis, followed Mr. Turner in 
oe 1853, and served four years. He was 
then reappointed by President Buchanan 
and served his second term from 1857 to 
April 1, 1861. Gen. Benjamin Farrar took 
the position on that date and was Sub- 

urer until February 28, 1865, when 
Gen. A. G. Edwards was appointed to the 
office and filled it for twenty-two years. 

In 1887 Gen. Edwards was succeeded by 
Judge Chauncey F. Shultz. Judge Shultz 
was followed by Bernard Farrar, who took 
charge of the office in 1891, and filled it un- 


bent, Col. George H. Small, who was ap- 

pointed by President Cleveland, entered up- 
ce.

Large amounts are also paid out to mail 
contractors on Star routes and railroad 
companies which carry United States mail 
and thodsands of Postoffice Department 
warrants are paid every year. 

In addition to these the Assistant Treas- 
urer also pays from his vaults the salaries 
and running expenses of the local postoffice, 
of the Collector of Internal Revenue, of the 
local Customs Department, of the United 
States Assaying Office, the Quartermaster’s 
Department, army officers located in St. 
Louls and of the United States courts, lo- 
cated here and elsewhere in the St. Louis 
territory. 

The total distributions last year were 
about $94,000,000, a sum so vast as to be be- 
yond the comprehension of the mind of an 
ordinary man. 


One of the most important features of the 
business of the local Sub-Treasury is what 
is known as the exchange of funds. If, for 
instance, a bank or a merchant in Ft. 
Worth, Tex., wants $10,000 in silver, a check 
is usually drawn on a St. Louis nk for 
the amount of silver needed. This check 
is sent direct to the Sub-Treasury and by 
that institution is sent through the Clear- 
ing-house to the bank on which it is drawn. 
If the maker of the check has the proper 
credit at the St. Louls bank, the Sub-Treas- 
ury ships the amount of silver required by 
express the same day. 

he Government has a contract with the 
express companies for the transportation of 
silver coin and other moneys, which is 
based on so much per mile per $1,000. The 
Government prepays all charges on the 
shipment of silver. 

It frequently happens that orders for sil- 
ver come here from points outside of the 
St. Louis district, that is to say, from 
points to which express charges woypld be 
greater than from some other Sub4Treas- 
ury. In that event the Assistant Treasurer 
here sends an order to the proper city, cer- 
tifying that the money has been deposited 
in St. Louis, and the silver is shipped from 
there to its destination. 

Last year, that is, for the fiscal year end- 
ing Jan. 30, 1896, silver dollars to the amount 
of $4,000,900 were shipped in this way and 
$1,500,000 in fractional silver coins were also 
shipped out. 


Large quantities of old paper money, 
which is considered as no longer fit for cir- 
culation, are exchanged by the St. Louis 
Sub-Treasury for new bills, or for silver, 
as the payee may elect. 

Over £000,000 was paid out on silver ship- 
ments and for the redemption of paper 
money during the last fiscal year.

The St. Louis Sub-Treasury is a member 
of the local Clearing-house Association, 
and transacts its business with the local 
banks through the Clearing-house. With 
the exception of the New York Sub-Treas- 
ury, none of the other branches of the 
Government's safe deposit institutions be- 
long to the Clearing-houses in their respec- 
tive cities. 

The importance of the St. Louls Sub- 
Treasury to the local Clearing-house is 
shown by the fact that the total clearings 
for the month of February were increa 
ay. te business of the Sub-Treasury by 
about $5,500,000. 


The importance to the City of St. Louls, 

f the location here of the United States 

ub-Treasury is not clearly appreciated by 
the people of the city. It can be easily under- 
stood that tne handling of so large a sum of 
money as $100,000,000 in this city is certain 
to leave here a considerable proportion of it- 
self, incident to the expense of its handling 
and care. 

In addition to this, great numbers of pen- 
sion checks, and other Government vouch- 
he are paid out of the vaults of the local 

ub-Treasury, and large numbers of them 
come through the local banks, from their 
correspondents throughout the country. In 
many ways the city is vastly benefited by 
the Sub-Treasury. 


money, shipments being made to thfs c‘ty 
whenever the stock appears to be getting 
low. 


All of the old money is shipped back to 
Washington. Shipments are made every 
Friday, unless that day falls on a holiday. 
The express companies having contracts 
lwith the Government call for shipments 
and the responsibility of the Assistan 
Treasurer ceases when delivery to them is 
made. 

Though vast sums are thus carried by the 
express cOmpanies every day and every 
week, no particular display is made of the 
matter. The wagons call for it as they would 
for other merchandise and haul it to the 
train much as they would a package of 
glassware, or other delicate or perishable 
freight. It would probably not be found very 
healthy, however, to attempt to hold up 
these shipments. 

It is a point worthy of note that no worn 
silver ever gets out of the Sub-Treasury. 
Whenever a coin is found to be worn by the 
clerk who is counting, it is thrown aside. 
When a sufficient amount of this coin is 
gotten together—and it said that there is 
about $25,000 of it now in the vaults of the 
Sub-Treasury—it is sacked up and sent to 
the New Orleans mint, where it Is re-coined. 


sed |The loss to the Government from worn coin 


when it is re-minted is said to be from 4 to 
8 per cent. Even smooth nickels are sent 
back to the Philadelphia mint to be re- 
coined. The supply of nickels also comes 
from the Philadelphia mint, which is the 
only Government money making institu- 
tion which coins nickels and pennies. 


There is said to be about $34,000 In pennies 
now in the vaults of the St. Louis Sub- 
Treasury. This supply is so great that it 
will probably be many years before a 
i oe is sent to Philadelphia for more.

Proof of the Curious Fact That the 
Feet of the Rider Never 
Move Backwards. 


Almost every bicycler believes that as he 


| rides his wheel his foot swings backward 


with the pedal. He thinks his feet describe 
a series of circles, following the pedals 
around, and that they move backward and 
forward just as much as they move up 
and down. 

This, it. has now been found by careful 
measurement, is quite a mistake. From the 
time- you mount your wheel until you dis- 


mount. your feet never move backward. 

They are constantly moving forward, not 
in circles, but in a series of curves. The 
reason for this is that as your foot swings 
under the crank shaft the bicycle moves 
forward much more rapidly than the pedal 
swings back. The result is a constant for- 
ward movement.

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THE FEET OF A RIDER NEVER MOVE BACKWARD. 


While your foot moves backward in re- 
lation to your body, yet it moves more 
rapidly than the pedal swings back. The 
result is a constant forward movement, 

While your foot moves backward in re- 
lation to your body, yet it moves more 
rapidly forward in relation to the ground. 
It has been found by testing a bicycle with 
ordinary gear that the wheels make two 
and one-quarter revolutions to one revolu- 
tion of the pedals. 

Starting your machine when the pedals lie 
in a horizontal line it will be found that 
the wheels have made a complete revolu- 


tion before the pedals again come to a hor- 
izontal position, or half-way around the cir- 
cle they describe: For every inch shaft the

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The record of 
testimony taken in San Francisco before 
United States Commissioner Heacock in the 
case of Frank Butler, who is wanted in 


Australia for murder, has reached the State 
Department and is now under examination.

GOTTHOLD LANGER’S NEW DE- 
SIGN OF HORSELESS WAGON, 


CHIEF MERIT IS CHEAPNESS. 


Wheels Are of Unicycle Pattern and 
the Motor Can Be Driven by 
Steam, Gasoline or Electricity. 


Gotthold Langer of 3317 Oregon avenue 
has two patents out for motor-vehicles and 
has a patent pending for a turbine motor 
that will make it possible to build horseless 
carriages for one-tenth their present cost. 

It takes $1,000 to own a horseless carriage 
now. Mr. Langer says that if his turbine 
motor does what he intends it to da, they 
can be bullt for $100. 

With the modesty of genius, Mr. Langer 
admits that his new motor may be the

direst failure. He says a machine may look 
all right on paper and go all wrong when 
built. A model of the turbine motor is 
being constructed. If successful, it will 
be fitted to his motor vehicle now in course 
of construction by a local bicycle company. 
Mr. Langer claims for his motor carriage 
a number of practical points overlooked 
by his predecessors in the fleld of auto- 
mobile invention. In the first place it may 
e run by steam, gasoline or electric power. 
he motor is stored beneath the driver's 
box. Mr. Langer does not favor electricity. 
The motor is too heavy and the waste 
energy enormous. He thinks a gasoline en- 
gine the lightest and cheapest.

| States navy to propel its torpedo boats. He 
applie@ the double revers'ble principle to it 
and utilized his energizing power twice. Mr. 
Langer claims that he has obviated several 
imperfections in the De Laval motor and has 
| utilized the turbine principle in an entirely 
original way. 

He does not care to explain this invention 
fully, as the patent office has not yet award- 
ed him his papers on it. 

| When the turbine motor has been tried 
out, active work of constructing the Langer 
| horseless carriages and delivery wagons will 
be begun, so soon as the inventor raises the 
necessary capital. 

Mr. Langer will not give out any estimate 
of the speed he hopes to attain with his 
horseless vehicles. He says he is moraliy 
certain he can go faster in his automobile 
than if he had a spanking pair of trotters, 
but. he regards all theoretical claims to 
speed as childish. 

“IT can’ work it all out on paper accordin 
to rules ‘my professor taught me. _ All I’ 
have for my trouble will be figures and 
not results.’ The practicality of that is 
characteristic of the inventor. 

Gotthold Langer came to St. Louis five 
years ago from the West, where he had 
emigrated from Geemeany. and followed his 
profession of mining engineer and draughts- 
man. He hadn’t an acquaintance in St. 
Louis and not many dollars in his pocket. 
Right now he has a contract from the Ditt- 
man ence aa to invent and construct 
them a new machine plant. 

He has steady employment from the Con- 
solidated Wire and Iron Veenpany. devising 
new appliances for their plant. e is also 
the inventor of the machines that make the 
nut locks and lug locks for the American 
Brake Beam Company. 

Mr. Langer is a native of Chemnitz, Saxo- 
ny, and is a few years this side of forty. He 
hasn’t the enthusiasm of the ordinary in- 
ventor. It’s a business with him.

SECOND QUARTERLY OPENING TO 
COMMENCE ON WEDNESDAY. 


PLAN OF THE CHARITY. WORK. |. 


Those helped py ey the army in return 


"Great Success Obtained by Helping 
People to Help Themeelves 
and Providing Work. 


The second quarterly opening of the little 
“Mercy Boxes,”” which the Salvation Army 
have’ scattered among the people of St.’ 
Louis for the purpose of collecting money 
to help in its work among the outcasts and 
poor, will take place from March 10 to 17. 

Authorized agents will call between those 
dates.on the holders, open the boxes, count 
the money, give a receipt and seal the 
boxes again for. the next collection, three 
months hence. 

These boxes are neat little things, intend- 
ed for the mantel or table, and have on 
them pictures illustrating the purpose for 
which the money contributed is to be 
used. 

While the Salvation Army helps the poor 


wherever it has the means it aims in all 
its social work to restore, so far as pos- 
sible, the people to self-supporting and hon- 
est labor. 

It is the modest purpose of the army “‘to 
convert the entire world.”’ It has numerous 
trade enterprises on hand, including the 
manufacture, purchase and sale of sup- 
plies, and its business motto is “every 
penny of profit goes to save the world.”’ 
Acting on this principle the army aims 
not only to “save souls,’’ but bodies as 
well. But all its charity is planned with 
special reference to helping people to help 
themselves. It is opposed to what is com- 
monly termed ‘‘pauperizing the poor.” 

So in the forty-two countries to which 
in the thirty-two years of its existence it 
has spread, the army carried on its social 
work. Religion is no test or condition for 
their help. They will succor a. sinner as 
readily as a saint. The main test applied 
to their subjects is a willingness to work. 
Work is what they try to supply, either in 
their own enterprises or finding it for them 
through their agencies. 

Some idea of this new organization's size 
and undertakings may be had from the 
following figures: se 
Occupying forty-two different countries, it 
has 12,000 salaried officers who give it their 
entire attention. Its membership of sworn- 
in unsalaried soldiers numbers over 3,000,000 
who give the army part of their time and 
earnings. 

It holds not less than 40,000,000 meetings 
every year, conducted in twenty-eight differ- 
ent pms So ny 

It publishes forty-two weekly and eight 
monthly papers in fifteen languages, with 
a circulation of abut 1,000,000 copies. 

It maintains in all 400 “social’’ institu- 
tions. Cheap food depots and shelters for 
the homeless number eighty and accommo- 
date thousands daily and nightly at bare 
cost. These places are self-supporting. 

Prison-gate homes for ex-criminals num- 
ber seventeeh. NMere the ex-convict who is 
met at the prison door on his discharge is 
given temporary support and employment 
till permanent provision is made for his 
earning an honest living. Of the 1,200 they 
receive each year fully 90 are restored 
to lives of tags 6 

Rescue homes for fallen women reach 
seventy-four in number. Some come vol- 
encarily: some are the the es and 
encouraged to accept the opportunity for 
Seading better lives. Of the 4,000 unfortu- 
nates they receive each year as many as 
3400 are restored to lives of virtue. 
*'They have forty-four factories, earning 
profit to the army; ten farm colonies to 
which their slum subjects are carried from 
the overcrowded cities and where they 
gradually ascend the scale of life. 

They support ten: homes for waifs and 
strays, hospitals and matereity homes, and 
maintain seventy-four labor and inquiry bu- 
reaus for the poor and yaety-tee slum 
osts, where the “sisters” 
or the poorest and lowest. 

In the city of St. Louls the army has six 
regular corps and one slum st and one 
shelter. It is planning to establish social in- 
stitutions as fast as the money is found 
to start them. 

In times of temporary stress the arrhy is 
found ready to help. ithin its own mem- 
bership, which is mainly poor, it has no 
large means to give, but is active In collect- 


tress. During the late Dbiizzard, which 
caused intense suffering among the home- 
less and poor in the large cities, the army 
threw open its numerous meeting halls, 
warmed for the homeless, and in ma 
laces supplied food as well. Those help 

n this way tn New York City and Chicago 
were thousands, In Detroit alone the cloth- 
ing collected and distributed by the army 
amounted in value to over $80,000.

ZENS’ ELECTRIC LIGHT CO. 
CKS OUT OF THE TRACES. 


DEFECT IN THE SIGNATURES. 


This Will Be Taken Advantage Of to 
Prevent Established Companies 
From Playing the Hog. 


It is claimed that the agreement between 
the electric light, heat and power com- 
panies is illegal and that it will be knocked 
out by the. Citizens’ Electric Light and 
Power Co. and another, drawn by that 
corporation’s lawyers, submitted. 

There are eight electric light, heat and 
power companies which have qualified te 
receive conduit permits. Most of them are 
already in business. The Citizens’ Co. is 
not. The old companies have a common 
cause against the new. 

Ten days ago the eight companies agreed 
on the apportionment of the cost of joint 
conduits. The agreement was signed by 
all the companies and sent to the Boara 
of Public Improvements, 

If they had not agreed the board would 
have had to arbitrarily force an agree- 


ment, entailing much labor. It was sup- 
pose that ended it and great relief was 
elt. 

Yesterday it was rumored that the com- 
panies had fallen out and the Citizens’ Co. 
was going to paddle its own canoe, 

When it was repeated to President Mc- 
Math of the Board of Public Improvements 
he smiled grimly. Then he drew a copy of 
ordinance 18,680 from his desk and turned 
to section 604n. 

**Read that,’’ he said. : 

It provides that any company refusing or 
failing to carry on its work of construction 
simultaneously with other companies, on 
any street, shall forfeit conduit privileges 
at such point, 

General Manager Pike of the Edison II- 
luminating Co. said if the Citizens’ Co. had 
proken with the others he did not know of 


t. 

Hopkins J.. Hanford said the Citizen's 
company intended to construct its conduits 
in strict compliance with the Keyes ordi- 
nance, but not under the present agree- 
ment. 

“That agreement,” he said, “leaves all 
details to be settled by the engineers of 
the companies. At the last meeting it was 
attempted’to have all questions settled by 
a majority -vote. That would be equiva- 
lent to turning our business over to the 
er  € ener now in the field. Our engineer 
would not accede to the proposition. 

“The agreement has been submitted to 
our attorneys. If it does not suit them. 
and I am sure it will not, they wiil draw 
up another, which will be submitted to the 
other companies. If they are not satisfied 
with it. the Board of Public Improvements 
will have to prepare the agreement.”

This story belongs to the year 1848, and was 
regarded by the generations of that and a 
succeeding time as the most miraculous of 
all the recorded deliverances from death at 
Bea.

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ONLY THREE REMAIN OF TWO IN- 
DIAN TRIBES WHICH WERE 
ONCE POWERFUL. 


There were once in what is now New Mex.~ 
feo two powerful tribes of Indians, which, 
under the march of civilization, have become 
so nearly extinct that only three lonely 
members of them survive. These are old 
and grizzied. Soon they will pass away, 
leaving no posterity to perpetuate their 
deeds of valor. . 

While there is yet time the Bureau of 
American Ethnology, according to a Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Times, will send out an expert to study 
these few survivors of an ancient race, 
and to preserve the traditions of this most 
interesting nation for the use of future 
generations. The place where they live is 
on the West Rio“Grande, near El Paso, 
Tex., and it was here that the ancestors 
were found hundreds of years ago. The 
tribes are known as the Sumas and the 
Mansos, the first being a fierce and warlike 
people, while the latter are peaceful and 


kind. They lived in large settlements and 
numbered many thousand souls. Yet in the 
course of years the tribe, instead of increas- 
ing, has decreased, till there are almost 
none left to tell the story. 

One of the scientists of the bureau spent 
s short while among the Mansos and the 
umas two years ago and succeeded in learn- 
ing @ great deal about their previous his- 
tory. ut, as the survivors are very feeble, 
the government wishes that steps be taken 
at once, so that the study of this people 
may be made while the last men of the race 
are still in the land of the living. Living 
near the Sumas and the Mansos !s another 
almost extinct people, the tribe of Pecos, of 
which there are living but two aged men.

Royalty and aristocracy in the Old World 
maintain their domestic animals in luxury 
and their pets-are more carefully coddled 
than any of their lower subjects. Thus 
Queen Natalie of Servia, who is passionate 


ly devoted to her dogs, celebrated the Rus- 
sian Christmas a fortnight ago with @ 
Christmas tree, not for the enterta!nment of 
any children, but for that of her dogs. On 
all the branches were suspended pieces of 
Sausage and other canine tid-bits, all of 
which were snatched from the tree by the 
dogs, much to the entertainment of the 
company which the Queen had invited to 
witness the ceremony.

- There was at that time a well-fortified 
village, known as Cicuye, found, its homes 
being built on the summit of a rock, and 
these houses were four stories in height, all 
clustering about a great square. The settle- 
ment was surrounded by a low stone wail, 
and from the roofs of the houses hung lad- 
ders, by means of which the sentinels were 
nightly posted and called to each other by 
large trumpets. The unmarried women went 
about naked until they were wedded. The 
town was situated {n a narrow yalley be- 
tween mountains, and it contained about 500 
warriors, | 

For a hundred years the tribe of Pecos 
was under Spanish rule. Then, in 1680, the 
Indians revolted, captured the town of San- 
ta Fe and made a huge bonfire of all the 
ecclesiastical and official records of the na- 
tion. A few precious documents were saved 
from the flames! During the time of the 
rule of Spain the Indians had made great 
strides in the arta of peace, and their 
farms were full of ripenine grain and their 
towns models of peaceful industry.

The Gibraltar Fortress. 


The greatest fortress in the world is Gi- 
bralitar. The height of the rock is over 
1,400 feet and this stupéndous precipice is 
plerced by miles of galleries in the solid 
stone, portholes for cannon being placed 
at frequent intervals. The rock is per- 
fectly impregnable to the shot of an enemy, 
and, by means of the great elevation, a 
plunging fire can be directed from an enor- 
mous height upon a hostile fleet. From the 
water batteries to a distance of two-thirds 
up the rock one tter after another of can- 
non. is presented to the enemy. A garri- 
son of from 56,000 to 10,000 is maintained, 
with provisions and ammunition for a six 
months’ siege. In 1779 the celebrated siege 
lasted three years. The fortress was suc- 
cessfully defended by 7,000 British and at- 
tacked by an army of over 40,000 men, with 
1,000 pieces of artillery, forty-seven sail of 
the line, ten great floating battertes and 
great numbers of smaller boats. For months 
over 6,000 shells a day were thrown into 
the tower. 
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RELICS IN MEXICO. 


THE IDOLS AND RUINS OF A CIV- 
ILIZATION OF WHICH NOTH. 
ING IS KNOWN. 


It is not necessary to go to the far East 
for evidences of the antiquity of man. The 
Americas contain abundant relics of pre- 
historic times, and the most interesting field 
for the explorers is in Mexico. William 
Niven gave much time last year to the ex- 
ploration of quechmictoplican in the State 
of Guerrero. The American Geographical 
Society has taken great interest in his ex- 
plorations, and to-morrow night, March 8, 
he will give in New York some of the re- 
sults of his researches, under the auspices 
of that society.

Architectural and hu- 
man remains cover at least six thousand 
square miles of this land, and so plentiful

Never perhaps have the X-rays been util- 
ized to better amd more practical purpose 
than in the case of @ little Long Island, N. 
Y., girl, who will be saved from remaining 
a freak the rest of her life. 

The girl was born with an abnormally 
developed right arm, at the end of which 
attached to the one wrist were three hands. 
As she was not destined for the dime mu- 
seum platform, her extraneous hands were 
a source of trouble to her parents, and a 
constant humiliation to the child. 

Her parents wanted the extra hands re- 
moved and the big arms reduced to normal 
size. They consulted surgeons, but there 
was always some doubt as to whether the 
operation could be safely performed. As 
early as 1888, when thé chiJd was only 2 
years old, she was taken to the Polyclinic 


H ital, New York, This faculty exam- 
ined her and consulted as to the advisabil- 
it f the operation. 
The surgeons believed it could be done, 
but there were no means of determining 
the internal conditions of the freak arm. 
There was danger that in cutting away

Sleep-walking is the latest plea for the de- 
fense of crime heard in the criminal court. 
Dr. Sanderson Christison, the insanity ex- 
pert of Chicago, says that George Wilson, 
who was convicted a few days ago of 
burglary, is subject to fits of sleep walk- 
ing and while in that condition commits 


crimes that he would not think of doing 
while awake and in his right mind. Wilson 
is a mechanic in every-day Hfe, followi 
his callin peepee te 5 , but when nigh 
comes and sleep ove es ‘him his nature 
undergoes a radical change. Wilson, the 
honest mechanic, becomes Wilson, the 
house breaker and thief. His existence is 
a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde sort of life. 

When Wilson was arrested by the lice 
he had in his possession seve articles of 
clothing wHich he had stolen. He was in 
a dazed condition, like a man in a dream, 
when taken into custody, and could give 
no intelligent answer to questions put to 
him. After a few hours had elapsed, how- 
ever, he came out of the stupor and con- 
versed in an inteliigent manner. 

The police came to the conclusion that 
Wilson was drunk when arrested or sham. 
ming and gave the matter no further 
thought. en the man came up for trial 
he advanced the strange plea that he was 
& somnambulist, and when arrested was 
in that condition, and was therefore not re-

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eee, which literally means ‘what a 
quantity of bones on top.’ This is often 
contracted into Omitlan, which means ‘a 
place of bones.’ . 

“This land is a vast cemetery,’’ continued 
Mr. Niven. ‘“‘Human remains are to be 
found everywhere, and can be seen in ail 
directions without even the necessity of an 
excavation, No wonder the land is called 
Omitlan 

“There are places where layers of human 
bones show themselves along the face of 

reat cliffs—not lying as though buried, but 
na great jumbled mass, as though thrown 
in their present position by some great up- 
heaval of the land. , 

‘*These things are confined to no one spot, 
but extend all over the land. In no direc- 
tion can you go more than a few hund’'@ 
feet without finding the ruins of thé au:- 
cient city. These show the buildings to 
have been most substantial, carefully bullt 
by the use of square and plumb line, but 
without ornamentation. In two days’ travel? 
I counted twelve hundred remains of build- 
Ings, their dimensions being from forty to 
one hundred feet. These are all rectangular, 
but not square. Among these buildings 
were the twenty-two temples which I have 
SOSOT SAP OT OTS, and each temple hag its 
aitar. 

“There are temples, altars and idols in- 
numerable; yet it is difficult to reach a 
conclusion as to the religion of the an- 
cient people who occupied this broad ter- 
ritory beyond what these things imply. I 
must wait for further developments before 
expressing an opinion on the subject.”’ 

“Idols are to be found in great numbers. 
and they are usually of the smaller vari- 
ety—from three to four inches in length. 
These are nearly all of stone, of the harder 
varieties, worked out with great pains and 
skill. I found a few large idols, one quite 
a unique specimen, about seven feet iong, 
of the human form, carved into a large 
stone. These idols may be of Aztec origin. 
They are to be found in every direction, in 
the temples, by the altars, among the bones 
and with all of the ruins. I collected a 
great number of them and have photo- 
graphed some of the finer specimens. 

“When you ask the age of this civiliza- 
tion you ask a question that I cannot an- 
swer. I hope to find data that may enable 
me to ascertain when and by what sort of 
people this rough portion of Guerrero was 
inhabited, but as yet we can only make con- 
jectures, and conjectures are not scientific. 

“IT may say it is likely that the civilization 
was a very old one, but this likeliness rests 
on the very meager evidence so far ob- 
tained. When you talk about dates they 
are out of the question. 

‘The architecture, very simple in form 
and without ornamentation, that appears in 
ancient buildings whose dates can be ap- 
proximated, points to a very early origin. 
Then most of the bones that are found show 
extreme age from their conditiom. They will 
not bear ‘the least disturbance without 
crumbling to dust. Of course, it is not im- 
possible that a later civilization may have 
lived on the graves of a more ancient one, 
and the remains of the two become min- 
gled. So a find that points to a compara- 
tively modern life does not help to solve the 
mystery of the more ancient one. 


How Pens Are Made. 


Pens are made by machines which seem 
almost to think. The steel is cut into rib- 
bons as wide as the length of one pen and 
these are fed to machines which cut out 
the blanks, then fashion, stamp them, 
split the points and place the maker’s name 
on the backs. The pens are now complete, 
save the annealing, and this forms a sepa- 
rate operation.

that would be left would be almost perfect. 
There might be a slight deformity, but it 
would hardly be noticeable, and there 
might be ‘possibly less freedom of motion 
than in the normal arm and hand. 

The report of the Case states that the 
X-ray. picture shows that there are in the 
girl’s right shoulder, arms and hands one 
scapula, two glenoid fossae, two humeri, 
articulating with the glenoid fossae of the 
scapula; three ulnae, two radii and three 
hands, having together sixteen fingers, two 
of which are rudimentary. 

The outer hand is nearer perfect, but 
lacks power in the thumb. One of the two 
elbow joihts is slightly in advance of the 
other, thereby limiting greatly the normal 
flexion and extension, these movements ex- 
isting only to a slight extent. Each hand 
moves independently of the others, and all 
can move in unison, The child has prob- 
ably three centers¢on the left cerebral 
hemisphere of the brain. 

Dr. Goldman, who prepared the report 
on the case, explained the additional nerve 
centers of the brain, He stated that as 
each finger moved separately and inde- 
pendently each must have its own center 
in the brain. He added that it is prob- 
able that if the arm should be cut in two 
there would be two arms that would move 
separately. 

The child’s parents on being told that the 
operation could be successfully performed 
with the qualifications stated, expressed 
satisfaction and it will undertaken when- 
eyer they are ready.

The first glass made in this country was 
manufactured in Jamestown by the English 


sponsible for his actions. He said that if 
he had committed a crime he had no knowl- 
edge of it, but he admitted that his mind 
ran towards burglary when he was in 
this peculiar condition.

His case came to the ears of some of 
the leading medical men of Chicago, and 
Dr. Sanderson Christison, who is an expert 
in criminology, made a study of the man. 
He says that in all his experience with the 
eriminal class Wilson’s ist strangest case, 
He gives the history of this peculiar case 
briefly as follows: 

“There is no doubt that the man cemmits 
these crimes when in a condition foreign 
tu his usual self, and the only explanation 
is somnambulism. Wilson is & years of 
age, a skilled mechanic, widower and in- 
dustrious. He wandered into a stranger’s 
office and took an overcoat which he was 
foun@ wearing an hour later when arrested. 
He Was perfectly sober, according to the 
officer, and at that time declared the coat 
was that of a friend. 

“When questioned a little later at the 
Harrison Street Station he told an entirely 
different story. 1 saw him a few days later 
by chance and found him in a tremor, but 
quiet and rational, though with a rather 
serious look as if full of apprehension. He 
was on the verge of delirium tremens. I 
saw nething more of the case until his trial 
I again examined him. 
I found his perception slow and dull, recol- 
lection aceurate on all matters except the 
place and occasion of the theft. Testing his 
veracity only proved him to be naturally a 
ae ereere, industrious man. 

“After much questioning I concluded he 
was not normally conscious at the .time of 
the theft. He was practically at the time a 
second person, moving about automatically 
and under the influence of suggestions 
which would not be effectual in his full con- 
scious state. In other words, he would be in 
a partial state of sleep, similar to that of 
sleep-walking, and when arrested would be 
more or less confused for a time more or 
less brief, and so might appear to lie in the 
effort of exonerating himself. Persons with 
low and narrow foreheads and rather small 
brains and of an active or nervous temper- 
ament are more liable than others to have 
such experiences. The suggestion inducin 
-him to this theft was probably his persona 
need, as he was without an overcoat and 
the weather was cold. In his natural state 
of mind his ideas of honor and theft would 
have precluded the act.”’ 


The Coldest Country on Earth. 


The St, Petersburg Geographical Society 


has published the interesting results of an 
exploration among the Yakuti, a people 
dwelling in a region of northeast S8_beria, 
covering an area of over 2,000,000 square 
miles, yet numbering no more than 200,000 
souls. They are gathered mostly on the 
banks of the great rivers. The climate is a 
terrible one. There are not more than nine- 
ty-nine days in the year free from frost 
which begins in the middle of September an 
lasts to the middle of May. By Oct. 15 the 
land is covered with a solid mantle of snow 
and ice. which begins to melt at the end of 
April. The cold is the most intense on the 
giobe, and the temperature is lower than 
any recorded round the Pole. It is greater 
on the southern plateau than further north 
on the shores of the Arctic Ocean. During 
its continuance the atmospheric condition 
is one of undisturbed calm. There is not 
wind enough to move a twig, not a bird 
cleaves the still air. The silence is complete, 
and al] nature is in a deep sleep. Yet the 
climate is exhilarating on account of i's 
dryness, and = and night have. equal tem- 
perature.

DEATH WHILE RECOVERING 
TREASURE FROM A SHEP. 


One diver crippled for life, another made a 
raving lunatic, and still another escaping 
death by a mere shave—that is the record 
up to date of the effort to recover the 
treasure on the sunken steamship Skyro. 
The Skyro, bound from Carthagena to 
London, struck on the Meixiddo Reef and 
sunk in twenty-eight fathoms, low water. 
The Meixiddo Reef is on the coast of Spain, 
nine miles south of Cape Finisterre. 

The accident occurred in 1891, and it was 
not until four years later, May, 18%, that

When a Police Department horse in any 

rt of the city becomes ill or disabled he 
s taken as soon as possible to the h 
on Laclede avenue. Dr. Faulkner is there 
to attend to his lightest wish, if the 
horse does not recover it Is because he falls 
to ask for what he wants; but some horses 
are bashful that way. 

At present four of the department animals 
are laid up for repairs—all trol wagon 
horses that-have met with light accidents— 
and this is the greatest number that has 
been in the hospital at one time for a year. 
As a usual thing no horse remains sick or 
disabled for more than three weeks, s0 
that the cost of maintaining the institution 
is not great. 

The stalls in which real sick horses are 
kept are heated by steam in winter and 
cooled by fans in summer, so that the an- 
imals have the benefit of an le tem- 
perature the year round. 

‘‘When a horse gets his leg broken,” said 
Dr. Faulkner to a Sunday Post-Dispatch 
reporter, ‘‘the only thing to do is to kill 
him. There is no way in which he can be 
restored to his normal condition. The vet- 
erinarian who was in charge of the Fire 
Department horses several years ago came 
to me with a very fine animal that had 
broken his leg in an accident, and we tried 
our best to save him. After spending about 
$60 we finally got him on his feet again, 
but he never re-entered the service. He 
was good for nothing but to haul an ash 
cart. Since that time I have not consid- 
ered it advisable to try to save a horse 
that is seriously jnjured, for, in the main, 
it is time and money wasted. 

‘‘However, bad accidents are far apart. 
Since the stables in Forest Park were com- 

leted, nearly four years ago, we have 
ost less than half a dozen horses, al- 
though there is hardly a week when there 
are not two or three In the hospital. With- 
out this institution, where they are given 
comfortable quarters and.careful attention, 
many of them would become permanently 
disabled by reason of small accidents and 
rheumatism, and would have to be sold at 
ruinous prices. 

‘‘All of the horses bclonging to the Po- 
lice Department are of good stock. We pay 
good prices for the purpose of_securing good 
animals, for we find it economical jn the 
end.
